PHEBE WORTH. 


The subject of the following memoir was the affec- 
tionate wife of Benjamin Worth, a minister of the So- 
ciety of Friends, in Vassalborough, Maiue. Her sick- 
ness continued during four months and a half. She 
suffered great bodily pain, which she was favored with 
patience and resignation to bear, often praying to the 
Lord for strength to endure her agony without mur- 
muring. On the 4th day of the week, she took her 
bed and said to me, I shall not arise from this bed 
again; apd asked me if there was not a passage io 
scripture to this effect, «Set thy house in order, for 
thou shalt die and not live:” I told her there was,and in- 
formed her who the message was sent to. She said those 
words had been impressedon hermind. I asked her if 
she was ready and willing to go; she said, “‘ yes, exact- 
ly in the Lord’s time, and thou wilt be very lonesome, 
but we shall soon meet again,” which deeply affected 
me that we must so soon part. The loss of her com- 
pany and conversation is great tome in my old age 
and infirmities which are many; yet, although it is my 
great loss, | believe it hereverlasting gain. She often 
would look upon me with a grave countenance and 
wishful eye and say, ‘‘ my dear husband, I shall go 
soon; give me up; do not hold me.” She was my 
greatest comfort in this life, and was universally be- 
loved by all her friends and acquaintance; a sympa- 
thizer with the afflicted of all religious orders of peo- 
ple, and did oftea give to the poor, not letting the left. 
hand know what the right dic. She was often drawn 
forth in prayer to the Lord that he would grant her 

patience and resignation to his holy will. She said to 
me, “I do not know why I am.so ‘afflicted and tried 
as I am; I have been looking over my past life, and I 
































do not find any thing now to make me uneasy arising | - 


in my mind; but so it is that tedious days and weari- 
some nights are appointed unto me. Christ suffered, 
and I must fill up that measure of sufferings allotted 
me. How great were his sufferiogs, when. sweat like 
drops of blood fell from him. 1 believe my sufferings 
are not all for myself.” 

One night, as she lay, she asked her nurse to look 

to the back side of the bed, said she, “ for I have. 
heard such a pleasant sound, like the voice of sing- 
ing.” Her nurse told her there was no one there. 
« Then it is the voice of angels; I never heard such 
a sound befure; so pleasant‘and harmonious.” Thus 
she lay in a-pleasant and quiet frame of mind, longing 
for the time to come; oftew saying, ‘‘O the tender love 
J feel daily that is my inward support!” In this time 
‘of great trial, she said to me, one day, “ How man 
precious meetings | have been favored with, when I 
was able to go, and my mind was brought into still- 
ness. Since I have not been able to go I have spent 
many hours alone, and yet not alone; I have been fa- 
vored with the best company.” There were many 
oung women of her. acquaintance who came to see 
er.
